The four hundred tons of molten 
glass that lies over the immense 
gas furnaces in the Torrance Win 
dow Glass company's establishment 
will be made into the finished pro 
duct next week when from 100 to 
250 glass blowers and their assist 
ants begin their Tabors next Sunday 
night at 12 o'clock.

Fires were lighted under the fur 
naces two wee-s ago preparatory 
to having the then cold glass In 
condition to work when the skilled 
artisans arrived. The latter have 
now reached Torrance and the first 
shift will soon be at work.

While the furnaces now contain 
but 400 tons their full capacity is 
nearly twice that amount and the 
dally drain on the molten mass is 
twenty-five tons. -

The surprising discovery that

In digging into the earth at a 
depth of three feet James McGar­ 
rigle, who lives at the corner of 
Wilmington' and Hoover streets in 
this city fuond what he at first 
supposed to be moulder's clay. Tak­ 
ing a small portion to Los Angeles 
an expert geologist informed him 
that it had every appearance of be­ 
ing the more valuable oil driller's 
mud and suggested an infallible 
test. This test was accomplished to 
the satisfaction of the geologist and 
of course to the great delight of 
the owner, who says that he has 
since been oifered by the Santa Fe 
twenty dollars a ton for the mud 
laid down on the oil company's 
property.

When the discovery became 
known among the oil people, Mc­ 
Garrigle says he was approached 
by the Standard, Union and General 
Petroleum but uas taken the advice 
of attorneys and now refuses to 
sell.

McGarrigle learned that the val­ 
ue of his "mud" lay in the fact of 
Its scarcity, there only being two 
known deposits In this state, a 
small one in Montebello and a 
larger deposit near Bakersfield.
